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This is cmpliatically a new book in a 
new field. It provides instruction and mu- 
sic, not only for the piano-foute, but also 
for the things that should be studied with 
it viz : the voice and iiaumony — not 
harmony through the eye, but harmony 
throuo-h the ear ; nqt dry calculations, but 
livino- aud beautiful forms. It goes on the 
phintiiat the pupil should know as well 
the chords and harmonies he is in while 
pkiying and singing, as he does the key or 
kind of time ; aud moreover it proves that 
these things can be done by preparing 
well for each subject, and then by adapt- 
iu'i- the instruction, and the music to 
the state of the pupil, and making the 
stops succeed each other in true progres- 
sive order. 

The whole book may be divided into 
two kinds of lessons — the one for rmidcal 
culture and the other for muitcular culture. 
Not that thive is no practice for the mus- 
cles in the foiiuer, nor exercise for the mu- 
sical taste in the latter, but each is devoted 
mainly to its own object. Those lessons 
which are designed to awaken, develop, 
and strengthen a love for music, and with 
wliich arc" impfuted a knowledge of time, 
luiie ami expression, (Ilhythmics, Melod- 
ics, and Dynamics,) are written in many 
pleasant and tuneful forms, and are called 
ea-crcUesyieces, songs,itudcs, solfeggios, etc., 







while those which are simply for the de- 
velopment and strengthening of the mus- 
cles of the fingers, hands, and vocal or- 
gans, do not pretend to be pleasant or tune- 
ful, but depend upon the benefits they 
confer in the way of flexibility and exe- 
cution, for their popularity. These lessons 
are called technics, aud embrace fvc gin- 
ger exercises, scales, arpeggios, and miscel- 
laneous exercises of many kinds and forms. 

The contents of the book may be summed 
up as follows : 

Instnimontal exercises for readinfc music, the acquire- 
ment of musical knowledge, aud the cultivation of 
the taste; numbered, but bearing no other names
